marking the equinoctial change. 
The 


storm was not of long du ition here 


but many vivid flashes o flig h t ning 


illuminated the heaven^ 
and

followed by sharp peals of thunder. 
The storm approached this city from 
the north. 
Accompanying the elec­ 
trical display was a heavy gale and 
a shower of rain. 
The wind did no serious damage in 
this county, according to the reports 
received from the different townships. 
Telephone wires on several systems 
were entangled and a few poles in the 
rural districts which were not pro­ 
tected were blown down. 
Fifteen 
phones in this city were out of com­ 
mission today as a result of the 
storm. 
The circuits on the county lines 
were not 
as 
clear 
as 
usual be­ 
cause of the entangled wires in s e v ­ 
eral places and the high wind dur­ 
ing the day. 
It was stated at the 
local telephone office, however, that 
the damage was not general and thatj 
within a few hours all the breaks 
could be repaired. 
The damage suf­ 
fered by the local system was very 
slight.

One passenger declared he was on 
the third floor o f a large building 
during the cyclone and could plainly 
feel the structure rocking. 
The v i­ 
bration was so great, he said, that he 
left t}ie building and went to the pas­ 
senger station.

Indianapolis. 
A ll the trains in south­ 
ern Indiana were operated on time, 
and with the exception of broken tele­ 
phone and telegraph wires no serious 
damage was done in this section of 
the state by the wind.

General Funston Says He Has Had

Indianapolis, M arch 22— Pow erful 
winds followed by a March blizzard 
swept the middle western states last 
night and today centering their de­ 
structive powers in a narrow strip 
through the northern h alf of Indiana. 
Loss of life and large property 
loss in Indiana not yet tabulated be­ 
cause of demoralized communications 
and a heavy snowfall in Michigan 
were tlit* outstanding factors. 
Four deaths and many persons in­ 
jured were the casualities reported 
from the wind’s path in Indiana. 
The wind entered

from 
northern Illinois at Kankakee county 
and swept southeastward displaying 
its greatest strength at Logansport, 
Marion and Montpelier and diminish­ 
ing in force before it reached the Ohio 
line.

The gain on the Bukowina border 
was won by the Russians after a vio­ 
lent battle. 
It netted them the Dneis- 
ter bridgehead of Uscisczko. a point 
of strategical value. 
The bridge forti­ 
fications which thus fall into Russian 
hands have been successfully defend­ 
ed by the Austrians for six months.
